In the election of 189« the elec- 
tion otncera of the city of Loulavlllo 
were aa appointed that at over 4* pre- 
electa there waa not a aingle election 
ofllcer for Bryan.

"In Teaneaaee, tte^omfl of Jackaon, 
tkan whom there was ao greater Dem- 
ocrat, nor truer m)ui, the governor an- 
nually appolaU three. elsfiUon cou- 
mlsstoners for eack coptnK, who In 
turn appoint the electioh oBcara. The 
people of Tennessee have bad a longer 
experience with Republican frauda 
under a secret l>allot system than have 
the people of Kentucky, and that ex- 
perience haa taught them what la nec- 
eaaary to prereut thoae trauda.

"The trust ta among the greatcet ef 
tbe evils of the time. Trusts are 
formed and operated through corpora- 
tions. The corporation is a creature 
of the goverameat Theoretically all 
eorporationa are created for the pub- 
lic good. When they atnise their priv- 
ileges and menace the public welfare 
towa ahould be enacted to prevent the 
abusea or to revoke tke privileges 
abuaed. 

"The tptnleucy of the trusts of IhlH 
day Is to iiroduc e a condition like that 
which was produced by what waa 
known as the feudal system in Europe 
400 and 500 years ago. Our bistorlea 
teach us that in that time and under 
that systeni nearly all wealth -which 
(ben consisted largely in land— was 
owned by a selec( class known as (be 
nobilKy. The great body uf the peopie 
were (enaa(a and servitors upon the 
land, many pnaaing with the land like 
tbe cattle upon It. With the develop- 
ment of constitutional liberty the feu- 
dal system disappeared. The trust ^tt 
this day tends to Impoveriahmeot jf 
the many to enrich the few. It meuiis 
corruption of government, the pur- 
chase of speclHl privileges! and use of 
the |K)wer thua acquired tu plunder 
the musses of the people. It enables 
Ite operaterf to control both produc- 
tion and consumption It robs pro- 
ducer, consumer and employe alike It 
meana what tbe concentration of 
great wealth In the handa ot the few 
haa meant In all ages and In all eoui.- 
trlea — the making of mere dependents 
of the grea; body of people, depriving 
them of all hopea of progress or inJv- 
It la founded in heartleaa 
and ia at war with fucdamenu! 
principles c.f republican Institutions 
and tbe de;i.icst rights of mankind. Re- 
publican government ctn not co-exist 
with eomplcie domlnntloa of the trust. 
Curried to Its logical concluaion. the 
truat la mu:-e destructive of Individual 
Independence than a luonarchlcal foriii 
of governuient. Bitber tbe people 
must contru: the truaU or the truata 
will rule the people. 

"The chief means through which 
trusts are lytabllshed and maintained 
are the single gold standard and a hikli 
protective thriff. The Democratic ii.ic- 
ty la and always has been unalterably 
opposed to both: tbe Republican party 
is reaponslbe for both. [Applause.) 

"The so-called Sherman anti-trust 
law enacted by congress contains a 
section declaring that no proceeding 
shall be instituted under it except 
upon direction of the United Statea 
district attorney for the district In 
which the proreeding Is brought, or 
upon the direction of tbe attorney gen- 
eral of the United Statee. No grand 
Jury can act independently under the 
law. The law has been a dead letter 
ever since lis enai line iit It never waa 
Intended to be enforced und never will 
be by a Republican adminiatratlon.
